Learning Commons (LLC). Located 
inside the arched radius of windows 
that has become the icon and the focal 
point of our new facility, the LLC is 
designed to be a campus anchor for 
both students and faculty, providing a 
welcoming academic environment to 
all. 

The two-story, 25,000 square foot 
Library and Learning Commons con- 
solidates the resources of Gateway's 
traditional Long Wharf and North 
Haven campus libraries under one roof 
and adds new integrated user-focused 
services, technology and expertise 
to strengthen the teaching, research 
and learning mission of the college, 
as well as support student success. 

The new vibrant learning space is a 
reconceptualization of a traditional 
library space to a user-centered learn- 
ing environment, where elements of 



collaboration, exploration, research, 
discovery and learning come together 
seamlessly. 

The first floor of the Library is dedi- 
cated to quiet, intense study while the 
second floor, the Learning Commons, 
is a lively but respectful collaborative 
academic work space, where students 
can take advantage of both technol- 
ogy and expertise in order to best 
identify, access, retrieve, manage and 
integrate information into learning 
and knowledge. The LLC seats more 
than 400 individuals. Staff offices with 
beautiful glass doors and windows 
are distributed throughout the two 
floors for improved and point-of-need 
student interaction with library per- 
sonnel. Its collection includes 50,000 
print books, 100,000 electronic books, 
60 research databases, 45,000 online 
journals, and 192 print journals, maga- 
zines and newspapers. 

Some exciting new features include 
a self-checkout system, a presenta- 
tion and rehearsal room outfitted 
with new technologies and devices 
for class projects, a total of 7 group 
study rooms that include an assistive 
technology room, and a copy room 



equipped with a coin-operated copier 
and walk-up scanner. The entire library 
offers a variety of inviting and com- 
fortable seating throughout the two 
floors. 

We thank everyone for the smooth 
transition and transformation of 
our new space into the Library of 
the future with service models that 
reflect the needs of the 21st century 
students. My special thanks to the Col- 
lege Administration and First Niagara 
Bank for sponsoring the Learning 
Commons. To my wonderful "library 
dream team," who worked tirelessly 
behind the scenes with me to realize a 
long awaited dream of providing wel- 
coming, flexible study spaces for all 
our students where learning is encour- 
aged and supported, I say BRAVO!
